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King Holds Fast 
In Greek Crisis 


Meeting Held With Novas, 


Supporter of Papandreou 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) - 


King Constantine's government 
Saturday night defied its oppo- 
nents and, with his renewed 
support, obtained agreement for 
another attempt at a parliamen- 
tary confidence vote debate. 


The king gave no indication of 


retreating in the tense and con- 
fused Greek political crisis, the 
gravest since the Communist 
civil war shook greece between 
1947 and 1949. 


He met Saturday night at his 


palace with the premier of his 
16-day-old government, George 
Athanasiadis Novas, and with 
the speaker of Greece's Parlia- 
ment, Emmanuel Baklatzis. a 
follower 
of ousted 
Premier 


George Papandreou. 


Private Meeting 


Athanasiadis Novas arrived 


first and left last, remaining in 
the .palace while the king met 
privately for 45 minutes with 
Bakiatzis. 
Baklatzis 
ordered 


Parliament 
indefinitely sus- 


pended Friday night during an 
uproarious session. 


The speaker noted no quorum 


was present, with opponents of 
the government boycotting the 
session, and said the lack of a 
quorum indicated "disapproval 
of the government." 


After seeing the king, Baklat- 


eis retreated. He said he agreed 


on Monday under his chairman- 
ship. 


"If there is a quorum, the 


government will have the oppor- 
tunity to read its policy state- 
ments and the confidence vote 
will continue," Baklatzis said in 
an apparent about-face. 


Athanasiadis Novas said he 


talked 50 minutes with Constan- 
tine, 25, before and after Bak- 
latzis met the monarch. 


Confidence Vote 


They agreed that no political 


or constitutional issue existed, 
said Athanasiadis Novas. He 
added that the king's constitu- 
tional adviser held that only 
Parliament 
could 
decide 


"whether a government has re- 
ceived a vote of confidence or 
not."

reinforcement of American power in the Southeast 
Asian theater of war.

ings to discuss white bass control on Lake Winnebago. 


The first hearing will be at 8 p m. Thursday, Aug. 12 at 


Wisconsin State University-Oshkosh in the lecture room of the 
science building off Woodland Avenue. 


The next night, Friday. Aug. 13, the second hearing will be 


held at the Calumet County Courthouse, Chilton. 


Area supervisor for the Conservation Department, Dick 


Harris, of Oshkosh, said in a letter announcing the hearings: 
"Many unofficial comments have been expressed for several 
years on white bass management. Here is your opportunity to 
officially express your opinions. Please mark the calendar and 
plan to attend." 


News releases and meetings held in the past have included 


discussion of the white bass population explosion in Lake Win- 
nebago and surrounding waters. 


The huge die-off of white bass in Winnebago last summer 


caused many complaints from property owners, fishermen and 
people in general. Conservation officials went so far as to 
predict another die-off this summer, if the right water and 
weather conditions exist again. 


In (his writer's opinion, the white bass is of little value to 


fishermen in the Fox Cities area. The white bass may be fun 
to catch, because he is a good scrapper, particularly on 
light tackle. However, he is no sensation on the dinner table 
and most often you hear that the angler who brought white 
bass home used them to fertilize his garden or yard shrubs. 


The best way the writer has ever had white bass is smoked 


and I have to admit they were delicious with crackers and a 
bottle of suds. However, the majority of the fishermen do not 
have a smoker, or access to one, so they do not get a chance 
to fix them this wav. 


Vndoubtedh. there will be many pros and cons discussed 


about controlling the white bass, but in the long run a good 
management plan will probobly go a long way toward pro- 
viding area anglers with continued pood fishing for walleyes, 
perch and other more desired species. 


Here are a few things from the Did You Know Department:

About 
that time, Luebben was named 
training officer. 


Few Facilities 


He started a training pro- 


gram, 
but had 
difficulty in 


finding facilities for firemen to 
use to practice their skills. 


"For our hose work, we had 


to find some place where each 
company could practice hook- 
ups, hose layouts and that sort 
of thing without tying up traffic 
or annoying people who lived 
nearby," Luebben says. 


"And practice draughting— 


getting water from a source 
other than a hydrant—we had to 
go over to the canal." 


Little Practice 


Ladder training and practice, 


the assistant chief says, was 
done during the summer at 
Morgan School. In all, he said, 
the department got only about a 
month of practice with ladders 


rookies. Their indoctrination can 
take from three weeks to 
month, and each man joininj 
the department, regardless oi 
previous experience, undergoes 
initial training.

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - A 


beat-up old tin box held the 
woman's most valuable posses- 
sions. Slowly she climbed into 
the truck and turned to look at 
the wooden shack where she 
had lived 15 years. 


"I don't want to go," she 


whispered. 


Then the truck went rattling 


off, and Maria Alves, 62, be- 
came an ex-favelada, a former 
shantytown dweller. 


Rio's 
favelas, 
colonies of 


shacks built of wood scraps, old 
sheet metal and flattened gaso- 
line drums, are gradually being 
cleaned out. Often their resi- 
dents move reluctantly, as did 
Maria Alves. 


Closer to City 


"I wanted to stay," she said, 


"because here we were closer to 
the city, closer to where my 
children work." 


As part of Gov. Carlos Lacer- 


da's campaign to clean out the 
favelas 
two suburban 
cities 


have been built some 20 miles to 
the north of downtown Rio. 


Financed by the Alliance for 


Progress, they are called Vila 
Kennedy 
and 
Vila 
Ahanza. 


Man> ex-favelados look at their 
new brick and cement homes 
with distrust and resent the long 
commuting to their old jobs — 
often two hours each way, but 
others are enthusiastic. Says 
laborer Jose Scares, 35- "There 
is just no comparison. Now my 
children will be able to live like 
human beings." 


At the moment, Lacerda is 


cleaning out the city's most in- 
famous favela, Esqueleto (The 
Skeleton). 


Nearly 30 years old, it began 


In the abandoned concrete skel- 
eton of an unfinished hospital 
building and gradually expand- 
ed until its population reached 
nearly 18,000. 


Tuberculosis Cases 


The favela's 3,200 families are 


moving at the rate of 30 a day. 
In the process a medical survey 
has uncovered 366 cases of tu- 
berculosis. 


Social workers directing the 


moving operation have also 
found that only one out of every 
200 children in the favela has 
attained a high school educa- 
tion, or learned a trade 


As the favelados move out. 


demolition men tear down the 
shacks to prevent others from 
moving in Lacerda has prom- 
ised that the concrete hospital 
skeleton will be dynamited to 
clear the area for a university 
campus. 


While far from luxurious, the 


houses in Vila Kennedy and Vila 
Ahanza are clean and comforta- 
ble They are sold on credit by 
the state government, with 15 
years to pay.

Seminars Replace Drills 
For 5009th Reserve Men 


An Appleton-based Army Re- 


«erve unit is helping to provide 
a nucleus of trained scientists 
and engineer* to fill Army 
mobilization needs in case of 
war. 


The 
5009th Research 
and 


Development Training Unit has 
11 men—all officers. Its mem- 
bers all have college degrees 
and three masters and one 
doctorate are included among 
their educational backgrounds. 


The 5009th is one of oniy two 


R&D units in the state and 70 in 
the nation. Its members hold 
"key 
positions in industry" in 


the area. 


Different Training 


The group has 24 two-hour 


meetings every year. Members 
wear uniforms, but do not 
participate in arms drills or 
training camp in the normal 
sense of the word. 


Instead, their two weeks of ac- 


tive duty take them to special- 
ized schools and seminars all 
across the land. They also are 
free to take their active duty 
whenever they wish. 


Lt. Col. George A Rushton, 


commanding officer of the unit, 
says that although the advan- 
tages of joining the R&D group 
may seem many, certain re- 
quirements halt some appli- 
cants. 


Non-Paying 


While 
a 
person's military 


obligation can be served in the 
5009th, the job is a non-paying 
one, 
contrary to practice in 


other "citizen soldier" units. 


An applicant also must have a 


degree in the physical sciences. 
All applicants are screened by 
the office of the Army Chief of 
Research and Development in 
Washington, D.C. 


This is because men of the 


5009th must be cleared 
for 


"secret'1 material. Much of the 
material discussed at meetings, 


fied information not available to 
the public. 


The meetings feature discus 


sions led by the members on 
their various specialties. They 
are discussions—not reports— 
because lecture techniques are 
discouraged, and the purpose is 
to give information which can 
be assimilated by all men 
present, not just those who are 
expert in the field. 


Thus the meetings occasional- 


ly are held elsewhere than the 
Army Reserve Center on N. 
Ballard Road, where the 5009th 
has its headquarters.

LONDON (AP) - Backyard

raising tobacco for their own 
smokes, but a big cigarette 
manufacturer estimated it as 
over 100,000. 


"And from what we can tell," 


said a spokesman for the com- 
pany, "They are increasing all 
the time." 


A large seed company said 


that its sale of tobacco seed had 
Increased by 75 per cent this 
year ever last year. 


What's the attraction of home- 


grown tobacco? 


The answer must be to get 


•round the high price of com- 
mercial cigarettes and pipe to- 
bacco. 


Easy to Grow 


The government this spring 


hiked taxes so a pack of ordi- 
nary cigarettes retails at 78 
cents. 


In Britain, tobacco is about 


83 easy to grow as tomatoes— 
fairly easy. Curing it for smok- 
ing is another matter, though. 


With so many householders 


growing tobacco in their back 
yards and gardens, tobacco- 
curers have sprouted. There are 
many, but none operating on a 
large scale. The law sees to 
that. 


The amateur tobacco-curer 


may cure a maximum of 25 
pounds for each grower every 12 
months. The grower and the cur- 
er usually use parcel post to get 
it there and back. 


The grower can buy the seed. 


mail it, have it cured and deliv- 
ered back to his house for about 
14 cents an ounce. On the com- 
mercial market, one ounce of 
smoking tobacco retails for a 
little over $1. 


Curing Hobby 


The Rev. Hugh Cuthbertson, 


an Anglican vicar, started cur- 
ing tobacco as a hobby in 1948. 
He operates a nonprofit busi- 
ness at nearby Dunmow, County 
Essex. 


After paying an entrance fee 


of $2.10. members can have up 
to 25 pounds of their own tobac- 
co cured-dried and prepared— 
for about 6 cents an ounce. 


"Most home growers who 


properly cure their tobacco, or 
have it properly cured, never go 
back to using the commercial 
brands," said the vicar. 


"But 1 empahsize— it must be 


properly cured. If it isn't it 
smells foul and it's unhealthy." 


He claims his tobacco is as 


mellow as any smoker would 
want. The vicar, 65, once ran 
out of homegrown tobacco and 
had to buy commercial tobacco. 


"I couldn't bear it," he said.

Inauguration next year of tbe program 


of government assistance to the elderly 
with their medical bills is also producing 
forecasts 
of a crisis in medical care, 


shortages of hospital beds, nurses, nursing 
homes and physicians themselves. Some 19 
million persons in this country at that time 
will become eligible for virtually free 
hospnalization and cheap insurance to pay 
doctor bills and other charges. If it is true 
that many of these people have been going 
without 
proper 
medical 
attention 
or 


treatment for financial reasons, then they 
can be expected to take full advantage of 
the program of government assistance. 


U.S. News and World R?porf goes so 


far as to predict that "medical care for all 
persons can be expected to suffer—at least 
temporarily." 


Some insurance experts estimate the 


use of hospitals by aged persons will 
Increase 
as 
much as 40 per 
cent. 


Government experts put the figure lower. 
But there is at present a shortage of 
150.000 hospital beds nationwide. 


The liberal provisions for nursing home 


care will certainly increase the demand for 
this type of facility. And nursing homes 
offering skilled care of the type demanded 
under the medicare program simply do not

So many new 
students have been admitted for this fall's 
session that class schedules mu?t be 
extended into earlier morning hours and 
into the evening. 


In earlier discus?ion« the fear was 


expressed that the new school might prove 
harmful to Oshkosh State were it built too 
close to that institution, in the Fox Cities 
area for instance. 


Now it becomes apparent that a site 


fairly near Oshkosh State could be most 
advantageous. The Fox Cities are in the 
center of the area where the students live. 
By locating the school In this area it will 
not only serve the maximum number of 
students but it will better assist in 
alleviating a student load on Oshkosh State 
which that institution cannot handle.

Goldberg is a religious Jew 
while Justices Brandeis, Car- 
dozo and Frankfurter were all 
agnostics. These

three 


justices, great and enduring 
names in American law, were 
universally recognized at the 
trne of their appointment as 
supreme figures in the legal 
profession. Neither Wilson nor 


Hoover nor Roosevelt who ap- 
pointed them did so because 
they were Jews. 
The very 


thought would have horrified 
them. 
For 
a brief 
period 


Brandeis and Cardoso were on 
the Supreme Court together, 
thu; disposing of the notion 
that there i; one seat reserved 
for a Jewish judge. 


President Kennedv consider- 


ed naming Mr. Goldberg to 
the Supreme Court when Jus- 
tice Whittaker resigned but he 
finally chose Justice White. It 
is a pity that Justice Goldberg 
served too brief 9 time on the 
Supreme Court to leave any 
lasting mark on its history or 
traditions. 


Very high indeed on the list 


of names now being consider- 
ed by President Johnson are 
the names of Jews of recog- 
nized eminence on the bench, 
at the bar, and in distinguished 
law schools. That is utterly 
fair. The principle to be follow- 
ed in these matters is that no 
one should be appointed to the 
Supreme Court for reasons of 
politics or region or sex or 
color or race or religion. Merit 
alone must be the test and the 
justification.

Editor'* Notebook 
Visiting Central State 
Hospital With Local 
Ladies Interesting Day 


BY JOHN TORINUS 


When the state legislature removed the words "for the 


criminal insane" from the title of Central State Hospital 
at Waupun several years ago it was public recognition of 
a quiet revolution in the basic purpose of 
the institution and in its treatment pro- 
gram. For Central State today is truly a 
hospital. And practically all of its patients 
are involved in an active mental treat- 
ment program whose goal is to rehabilitate 
them for useful roles in society. 


I spent an interesting day this week 


visiting Central State Hospital in the com- 
pany of five charming ladies from the Fox 
Cities who are members of a volunteer 
Torlnui 


team which visits the patients at the hospital every week 
of the year. The group is sponsored by the Wisconsin 
Association for Mental Health and is led by Mrs. Thomas 
C. Catlin of Neenah.

The atmosphere at Central State is far different from 


the preconception I harbored and my preconceived im- 
pressions would probably mirror those of the general 
public. 


It is located on a large beautifully landscaped tract 


of land on the outskirts of Waupun several blocks from 
the State Prison. The interior of the building is cheerful 
and quite homey, spotlessly clean and most orderly. 


This is a maximum security institution and passage 


from one section of the building to another is through 
locked gates tended by guards. But the stern impression 
bars and gates are apt to give is offset by granting pa- 
tients a large degree of freedom within the wards and 
departments and in the recreation areas inside and out. 


Television has been a major boon to the patients. Sets 


are available throughout the wards and the patients are 
avid watchers. They vote on which programs are to be 
carried on the institution network. To a man they are ar- 
dent Green Bay Packer fans. A number recognized me 
from my Commentary program on WLUK-TV. 


* 
* * 
Not all the patients are convicted criminals although I 


visited with half a dozen or more men whose names were 
prominent in recent years in newspaper stones over the 
brutal crimes they had committed. Those with criminal 
record? come to the hospital from two sources, on direct 
commitment from a court where there is a finding of 
mental illness, or on referral from penal institutions. The 
non-criminal patients are referred to Central State from 
other state mental institutions. In almost all cases the 
patients represent what the staff calls "managerial prob- 
lems" which other institutions are not equipped to handle 
and for whom the treatment program at Central State is 
designed, 


The major factor in bringing about the rapid treat- 


ment reforms of the past few year? is the use of tran- 
quilizers. These drugs have made management of these 
patients much easier and they have made active treat- 
ment possible. 


Almost 90 per cent of the patients are involved in the 


hospital's various therapy programs. There is schooling 
for the illiterate and poorly educated (a high percentage 
of the patients have these handicaps); there is a very 
active occupational therapy department; and even the 
recreation program is an integral part of the therapy. 
This includes sports, music, reading or just watching 
television. 


The work program is also therapeutically oriented. 


although whether or not a person seeks a work assign- 
ment is on his own volition. About 80 per cent do. frr 
which they are paid 10 cents a day with which they can 
buy cigarettes, candy, etc. A vocational rehabilition de- 
partment is expected to be added later this year. 


The therapy program is working, too. Patient popula- 


tion at the hospital i5 now 308. down from a peak of 360 
several years ago. and this reduction has been accom- 
plished despite steeply rising admissions. At present 
about as many patients are being discharged as are ad- 
mitted. 


What happen? to the patient after discharge depends 


upon the circumstances of his commitment. He may re- 
turn to the institution from which he was referred, or go 
bark to the court which committed him for a new decision 
on his mental condition. A number reenter public life. 
and one of the major problems still to receive sufficient 
attention i!« » follow-up program outside the institution 
to help these discharged patients find employment and 
adjust to the world outside.

This is one of the services the Fox Cities volunteer 


group i» rendering. As Mr?. Catlin puts it. "We know we 
must be a bridge between the ho?pital and the community. 
We have learned to know and like many patient? in the 
hospital. For this reason, we have become involved in 
follow-up, or rehabilitation services. We have welcomed 
patient? into our home?, we have, kept contact with many 
who have been released or transferred to other institu- 
tion?. We have even taken Central State 'graduate*' into 
our home* and made them a part nf our family life. 
knowing that without thi* help they may never become 
contributing community citizen* again."

covered sub-nuclear particles 
believed by some physicists to 
constitute "the long-sought ba- 
sic 
building stones of all 


matter in the universe— per- 
haps even the keystones to 
basic forces of nature, such as 
gravity. 


The physicists cite the possi- 


ble existence of these parti- 
cles as one reason why the 
United States should greatly 
expand its activities in the 
expensive — and controversial 
—• world of huge atom-smash- 
ing machines. 


These odd particles have 


strange names like neutrino, 
pion, kaon, hyperon and me- 
son. The latter is considered a 
kind of glue that usually holds 
the 
various parts of the 


nucleus together. 


Then there are "anti-parti- 


cles" — that is, particles 
which are the direct opposite 
of certain of the other nuclear 
tidbits. 
The 
"anti-matter" 


particles annihilate their op- 
posite numbers whenever they 
come in contact with them. In 
that same process, the anti- 
particles are themselves anni- 
hilated.

This sub-microscopic world 


is a kind of will-o-the-wisp 
world. This is because the 
particles, once released by 
atom-smasher bombardment, 
quickly change to some other 
form.
